ENERGY POLICY COUNCIL
S. F. 214

AN ACT relating to the membership of the energy policy council.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:
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SECTION 1. Section ninety-three point two (93.2), Code 1975, is
amended to read as follows:

93.2 Establishment. There is established an energy policy coun-
cil which shall consist of thirteer fifteen members. Two members shall
be appointed by the president of the senate from the membership of
the senate with no more than one member being appointed from the
same political party. Two members shall be appointed by the speaker
of the house of representatives from the members of the house with no
more than one member being appointed from the same political party.
The governor shall appoint five members who shall be reasonably
knowledgeable in the field of energy. Not more than three of the gov-
ernor’s appointees shall be of the same political party. They shall be
subject to confirmation by two-thirds of the membership of the senate.
The state geologist, the secretary of agriculture, the chairman of the
Iowa state commerce commission, the administrative officer of the
state soil conservation commilttee, the director of transportation and
the executive director of environmental quality shall serve as ex officio
nonvoting members of the council. If an ex officio nonvoting member
is unable to attend a meeting of the council, the member shall desig-
nate a replacement who shall be authorized to represent the member
at the meeting.

CHAPTER 92
EMPLOYMENT SECURITY
S. F. 485

AN ACT relating to employment security.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section ninety-six point three (96.3), subsection three
(3), Code 1975, is amended by striking the subsection and inserting in
lieu thereof the following:

3. Partial unemployment. Each individual who 1s partially unem-
ployed in any week as defined in section ninety-six point nineteen
(96.19), subsection ten (10), paragraph b, of the Code, and who meets
the conditions of eligibility for benefits shall be paid with respect to
such week an amount equal to that individual’s weekly benefit amount
less fifty percent of that part of wages payable to him with respect to
such week in excess of fifteen dollars. Such benefits shall be rounded to
the higher multiple of one dollar.

SEC. 2. Section ninety-six point three (96.3), subsection four (4),
Code 1975, is amended to read as follows:
